The prior art of record does not appear to disclose or suggest a motivation to 
combine a surgical clamp, comprising, inter alia: a handle, a pair of jaws, a flexible shaft 
includes a bore and a plurality of beads, a cable extends through the bore of the shaft, 
and, especially, a rigid element that can be placed at a first position where the rigid 
element supports the shaft in a manner where the shaft cannot be bent, and in a second 
position where the shaft can be bent.
